Rocky Raps Reagan

A ssociation, shrunken in 
recent years to 13 members, 
and sounded the call for a 
party “open to persons of all 
backgrounds and a 
wide 
spread of political opinion.” 
The vice president did not 


directly mention the former 
California governor, who an­ 
nounced Thursday he would 
seek the GOP presidential 
nomination, but Rockefeller 
made it clear he was talking 
about Reagan and the GOP 
conservative wing.

extremes. 
Our 
A m erican m ajo r p arties 
have been, are, and should 
remain open to all persons of 
all backgrounds and a wide 
spread of political opinion.” 
Rockefeller also attacked 
Congress’ energy bill, saying 
it would make the nation 
indefinitely dependent on 
foreign oil 
and hurt the 
economy. 
“ The 
whole 
exercise is more reminiscent 
of the Missouri Compromise 
than of the Declaration of 
Independence,” he said. 
R ockefeller’s RGA a p ­ 
pearance was a homecoming 
to a world that once was his 
oyster 
He was a strong 
voice in the organization for 
years as governor of New 
York but this was his first — 
and apparently last — visit 
as vice president. 
Meeting with re p o rte rs 
after arriving at McConnell 
Air Force Base Thursday 
night 
he 
discounted 
Reagan’s chances of beating 
Ford. “ Now that I am out of 
it, I don’t think (Reagan) 
will 
cause him 
any 
problem.” 
On 
hand 
to 
greet 
Rockefeller, the association 
chairman, Christopher Bond 


of 
Missouri, 
expressed 
concern about an all out 
GOP 
battle. 
Bond 
said 
Reagan 
“deserves 
to 
be 
heard.” But Bond said he 
hoped the former California 
governor would avoid a 
confrontation “that would be 
debilitating and devisive for 
the party.”

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Mark’s Hung Up On Gliders 


Planoite Lets It All Hang Out Upstairs

Most people have hangups 
and Planoite Mark Hicks is 
no exception The difference 
is, though, Mark's hangup is 
hanging up...in the sky...on a 
hang glider. 
Mark is one of the .select 
few Planoites who spends 
most of his good-weather 
weekends 
in 
O klahom a, 
riding the thermals in his 
hom e m a d e 
d e lta -w in g 
glider. And when Oklahoma 
is too far away. Mark oc­ 
casionally picks up a ski boat 
tow on Lake Dallas for a few 
turns around the lake. 
“ I’ve flown airplanes since 
I was 17, but it got too ex­ 
pensiv e," the 31-year-old 
c o n s tr u c tio n 
fo re m a n 
commented, “and I'd been 
seeing things about 
hang 
gliding in the news and on 
TV for about a year, so I 
decided I was going to try 
it.” 
Mark went on to say that 
he ran a classified a d ­ 
vertisement 
in the 
Daily 
Star-Courier about two and- 
one half years ago, seeking 
other persons interested in 
hang gliding 
Good Response 
“ I was wanting to see 
about starting a hang gliding 
club and getting some people 
who were experienced,” he 
recalled 
“ I got real good 
response through the ad and 
met one guy who had gliders, 
and he helped me build my 
first one. It took about one- 
and-a-half weeks to build 
and we went out that next 
weekend to Lake Dallas dam 
to fly it It flew real good, he 
added. 
Mark said that he has now 
constructed 
four 
hang 
gliders-all of which 
“ fly 
real good”—and that he goes 
hang gliding near Mena, 
Okla., about twice a month, 
when weather permits. 
“There’s a big hill near 
there 
called 
Buffalo 
Mountain, and people come 
there 
from 
five 
states 
( O k l a h o m a , 
T e x a s , 
Louisiana, Missouri and 
A rk a n sa s” , 
he 
related. 
“There’s about 30 kites there 
each weekend and we all 
camp out.” 
M ark 
also 
said 
that 
sometimes he and several 
other hang glidists will go to 


thing. It’s real easy to get 
lost in the thrill and beauty 
of it,” he added. 
30-Mile Flights 
According to Mark, hang 
glidists can climb from 1000 
to 2000 feet in altitude while 
riding thermals, and in good 
gliding locations, can soar 
up to 25 or 30 miles. 
“ Normally, you’d stay up 
from five to 12 minutes, but 
some can go for hours, under 
the proper conditions,” he 
related. 
For those who have a 
hankering for getting into 
hang gliding, Mark suggests 
they first contact someone 
who’s had experience. 
“ It’s an exciting sport and 
one which is fairly easy to 
le a rn ,” he pointed out. 
“ However, like everything 
else there are some dangers 
involved, and it’s essential to 
have an experienced person 
with 
you 
while 
yo u’re 
learning the ropes.” 
As far as dangers go. Mark 
has 
been 
pretty 
lucky. 
T h e re ’s 
an 
occasional 
fatality among hang glidists, 
but Mark has been involved 
in but two crashes during his 
two-plus y ears of hang 
gliding. 
‘My Fault’ 
“ Both times it was my 
fault, but the worst that ever 
happened 
to 
me 
was 
a 
dislocated thumb,” he ex­ 
plained, going on to say that 
he has 
never witnessed a 
serious accident. 
“ I’ve seen 
some come 
down, but nobody ever really 
got hurt.” 
Mark predicts that hang 
gliding 
will 
becom e 
as 
popular as bike riding in the 
next few years, but claims 
that one of the drawbacks to 
the sport in this area is a 
lack of training facilities. 
"W e 
really 
need 
a 
‘mountain’ that’s 80 feet or 
more, but the nearest thing 
we have around here is the 
Trinity 
River levees and 
they’re only about 40 feet 
high,” he revealed. 
So in the meantime, Mark 
and his family traipse off to 
Oklahoma, or Glen Rose, or 
Brownwood, or even Lake 
Dallas for a weekend of hang 
gliding—no doubt dreaming 
of the day he can enjoy his 
hangup a bit closer to home. 


Chalk Mountain, below Glen 
Rose, or to Santa 
Anna 
Mountain, near Brownwood 
A Family Affair 
Mark usually makes his 
outings a family affair, and 
although wife Nancy won’t 
attempt a flight, 12-year-old 
David has made four flights 
already. 
“ I’v e got another son, Jeff, 


w ho’s 
nine 
and 
h e ’ll 
probably fly in the next three 
months,” 
Mark 
revealed. 
In building his gliders, 
Mark found that it usually 
costs from $300 to $1000 to 
construct, depending on type 
and size, but it becomes an 
instrum ent 
which 
can 
provide 
m any 
y ears of 
pleasure and excitement 


“ It’s an entirely different 
world when you get up there 
underneath a glider,” Mark 
muses. “ It’s a real sense of 
freedom. I don’t know' if 
you’ve heard of ‘rapture of 
the deep’ or not, but it’s 
pretty much the same thing 
in the sky..‘rapture of the 
heighths’,” he brought out. 
“ For me, it’s an exciting

GOF Candidate

R onald 
R eagan 
first 
caught the political bug in 
1966 at the age of 55, after 29 
years in Hollywood movies 
and on television. 
On his first time out. he 
went for California's top job 
— the governorship — and 
won by a landslide plurality 
of more than one million 
votes. 
Two years later, in 1968, he 
caught p resid en tial fever 
and challenged 
R ichard 
Nixon for the Republican 
nomination. There he had 
less luck. Nixon swamped 
both 
Reagan and 
Nelson 
R ockefeller at 
the con­ 
vention. Political pros said 
then that Reagan started his 
cam paign far too late. 
The sam e word was heard 
this year — that Reagan 
hesitated too long in making 
a formal declaration while 
Ford nailed down co m ­ 
m itm en ts 
am ong 
COP 
leaders. 
But Reagan has been far 
from idle since he left the 
g o v e rn o rs 
m ansion 
in 
Ja n u a ry . 
He 
has 
m ade 
hundreds of speeches across 
the nation in the past IO 
months. 


He 
has 
a 
daily 
radio 
program , carried by more 
than 300 stations, on which to 
give his views on everything 
from 
gun control to the 
Russian economy. He also 
has written a weekly column 
for 
m ore 
than 
200 
newspapers. 
Reagan has been acknowl­ 
edged one of the m ost 
polished sp eak ers am ong 
m o d e r n 
A m e r i c a n 
politicians, going back to the 
days when he first supported 
B arry 
C oldw ater 
for 
president and lam basted big 
government. 
Today, he laces his con­ 
servative viewpoints with 
generous dollops of humor. 
“ F ed eral 
re se a rc h e rs 
have learned what makes 
people h a p p y ,” he said 
recently. 
“They learned that young 
people are happier than old 
people. People with money 
are 
happier 
than 
people 
without and people who are 
well are happier than people 
who are sick — a $249,000 
grant to learn that it’s better 
to be young, rich and healthy 
than old, poor and sick.” 
During his acting career, 
Reagan appeared in more 
than 50 movies. Many were 
Grade B affairs, but he was 


praised for his perform ance 
in “ D ark V ictory” with 
Bette Davis and his role as a 
young man whose legs were 
am putated in “King’s Row.’’

Reports (UCR), released by 
FBI Director Clarence M. 
Kelley. Prelim inary figures 
released earlier set the in­ 
crease for the year at 17 
percent. 
“ T hese 
final 
figures 
m erely underscore what we 
already know,” Levi said. 
“ The problem of 
serious 
crim e is immense. 
“They also indicate that 
crim e is, indeed, a national 
problem that reaches into 
every part of our society. A 
c o o r d i n a t e d 
n a t i o n a l 
response by all segm ents of 
the crim inal justice system 
and at all levels of society is 
vital if we are to bring this 
problem under control.” 
Other m ajor findings in 
the final UCR figures:
